New York, Oct. 13.—The dirigible Oral Zeppelin appar¬

With favorable conditions, the big airship, bound from 
Friedrichshafen with twenty passengers and a crew of forty, 
is expected to be over United States territory before nightfall

If 8 disinterested, civilized observer—the familiar 
man from Mars, for instance—r-could have visited 
that city then, he merely would have concluded that 
human beings never would rise more than two or three 
degrees above the level of animals.

Editor of Field 
Dead 

Sir Theodore Andrea Cook, who had | 
been Editor-ln-Chlef of The Field since 
1910. died suddenly at his home in 
Oakley Street. Chelsea, on Sunday last. 
Although he had heart trouble for a 
number of years, he had not lately suf¬ 
fered any serious illness, snd his death 
came as s great shock to his wife and 
those who associated with him In his 
work. A native of Devonshire. Sir 
Theodore, who was in his sixty-second 
year, was a well-known figure In the 
literary, sporting, and dramatic world. 
He was a many-sided man. and during 
his early year* at Oxford he never neg¬ 
lected athletics. In which he always 
took a keen Interest. Whtlte at'Radley 
he won an open classical scholarship 
for Wadham College where he waa in 
residence shortly before Lord Birken¬ 
head snd Sir John 8tmon He also dis¬ 
tinguished himself on the river, being 
swarded his Blue In the Dark Blue 
losing crew of 1889. Pew men followed 
with more assiduity the training of the 
Oxford crew, and he was invariably to 
be found on the umpire’s launch on 
the day of the classic race After hi* 
Oxford days he took up athletic* with 
enthusiasm, particularly fencing. In
